I said:  “The  best  answer  1 
can  give,  then,  is  to  refer  you  to  what  Qod 
says.  Turn  to  Isaiah.  58:13-14:  ‘If  thou  turn 
away  thy  foot  from  the  Sabbath,  from  doing 
thy  pleasure  on  My  Holy  Day,  and  call  the 
Sabbath  a delight,  the  holy  of  the  Ixird  Hon- 
orable and  honor  him,  not  doing  thine  own 
ways,  nor  finding  thine  own  pleasure,  nor 
speaking  thine  own  words,  then  shalt  thou 
delight  thyself  in  the  Isinl;  and  1 will  cause 
to  ride  upon  the  high  places  of  the  earth, 
and  feed  thee  with  the  heritage  of  Jacob, 
thy  Father!  for  the  mouth  of  the  laird  hath 
spoken  it.’  Then  tuni  to  Psalms  37:4:  ‘De-

da.vf  I think  the  way  Sunday  is  kept  is  the 
cause  of  one  of  the  worst  curses  this  country 
is  under  (Sod  says;  “Them  that  honor  me 
1 will  honor,  and  they  that  despise  me  shall 
be  lightly  esteemed.”  1 Sam.,  2:30.  Again, 
in  John,  14 :15,  he  says : “If  ye  love  me,  keep 
my  commandment*.  ” He  commands  us  to 
keep  the  Sabbath  holy,  and  if  we  spend  it 
in  selfish  worldly  pleasure,  are  we  not  di* 
honoring  Him  hy  refusing  to  keep  His  com- 
mands. and  can  we  expect  Him  to  honor  us 
hy  prospering  us  in  our  lives!  (Jod  gives 
us  six  days  for  our  own  urn-,  and  only  asks 
us  to  use  one  for  his  service.  What  would 
you  think  of  a man  were  he  to  ask  you  for 
help  and  you  only  had  seven  dollars,  you 
gave  him  six  and  only  kept  one  for  yourself, 
and  he  came  back  and  Stole  that  one! 

That  is  the  way  we  are  treating  the  IjohI 
when  we  get  up  early  all  week  and  work 
hard  at  our  own  work  and  when  Sunday 
eomes  sleep  late  so  we  can’t  get  to  Sunday 


School,  are  too  tired  to  go  to  chureh,  and 
spend  the  day  visiting,  buggy  riding,  or  iu 
some  worldly  way.  with  the  excuse  that  we 
needed  to  get  a little  fresh  air.  Malaehi 
s|H<aks  of  robbing  God  of  tithes  and  offer 
iug*.  but  this  is  robbing  Him  of  Hm  time. 

, Some  of  us  would  la-  shoeked  were  anyone 
to  accuse  u*  of  stealing,  but  this -is  nothing 
else  than  stealing  from  Uod. 

Buggy-riding  and  Sunday  visiting  simply 
for  pleasure  is  a sin.  and  those  that  persist 
ently  indulge  in  it  will  wonder  why  they 
don’t  have  the  joys  of  religion  that  some  jieo- 
pie  have.  As  a general  thing,  when  we  go 
visiting  our  host  spends  the  greater  part  of 
the  uiornig  in  the  kitchen  preparing  a good 
dinner,  ami  it  wotild  not  be  one  bit  worse 
for  the  men  to  hitch  up  and  plow  the  crap*. 
Oh,  yes,  you  say,  1 have  to  cook  on  Sunday 
in  the  summer,  for  victuals  will  spoil  in  hot 
weather  if  kept  over  night,  but  1 have  not 
found  it  so.  lb-member  the  manna  that  the 
Israelites  were  fed  on  would  not  keep  over 
uiglit  any  time  only  for  the  Sabbath  Then 
instead  of  studying  God’s  word  together,  and 
thus  helping  each  other,  it  is  |K>lities,  crop*, 
fashion,  and  the  gossip  of  the  neighltorhood 
in  general  that  is  discussed,  so  when  tughl 
coinea  our  |>oor,  neglected  souls  are  so 
starved  that  things  go  wrtmg  with  us  all  next 
week.  We  have  had  luck,  and  feel  that  God 
has  turned  his  back  on  us,  when  it  is  we 
have  turned  our  back  on  Him  and  an-  going 
oiir  own  selfish  way  that  He  does  not  promise 
His  blessings  to  us.  (Read  2 Cliron  , 15:2.) 

In  rending  through  the  Bible,  1 Was  very 
much  impressed  with  the  little  story  in 
Num.  15:32-36,  where  the  Israelites,  while 
in  the  Wilderness,  found  a man  gathering 
sticks  on  the  Sabbath  day.  They  brought 
hint  to  Moses,  but  as  Moses  did  not  know 
what  to  do  with  him,  he  told  them  to  put 
him  iu  prison  till  he  should  inquire  of  the 
Ixird  what  to  do  with  him.

The  Necessity  of  an  Integrated  Conscience. 
No.  2. 

(By  John  P.  Hemby.) 

To  he  further  convinced  of  the  need  of  an 
integrated  conscience,  let  us  look  into 
The  Iniquities  of  Political  Methods. 

When  we  turn  to  the  political  world  the 
spectacle  is  still  more  appalling,  and  it  is 
in  this  field  that  the  need  of  the  integration 
snd  unification  of  the  individual  and  public 
conscience  is  vastly  more  apparent.  This 
field  cries  with  a touching  pathos  more 
loudly  to  Christianity  for  redemption  and  re- 
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generation  than  any  department  of  our  so- 
cial structure.-  This  is  all  the  more  true  be- 
« hum1  the  voice  of  conscience  has  grown  faint 
and  all  but  hushed  by  reason  of  an  enlarged 
morbid  covetousness  for  money  and  an  un- 
holy ambition  for  political  power,  and  a ma- 
neuvering for  a place  near  the  public  money 
, he«t.  And  yet  we  constantly  hear  vehement 
protests  against  the  introduction  of  moral 
and  religious  principles  into  polities.  But  if 
there  is  danger  at  all  in  carrying  moral  and 
religious  principles  into  politics,  that  danger 
is  not  to  the  State  or  to  the  State  institu- 
tions, hut  to  the  nefarious  methods  and  prac- 
tices of  the  political  shyster.  Experience 
teaches,  and  wisdom  dictates,  that  it  is  bet- 
ter to  endanger  the  policies  and  practices  of 
these  political  vampires  than  to  allow  them 
to  sap  the  moral  life  of  the  populace;  or  to 
permit  them  to  extract  the  circulating  me- 
dium from  the  public  coffer*,  which  is  the 
sucking  of  the  life-blood  from  the  heart  of 
the  state. 

“The  danger  today  is  not  too  much  relig- 
ion. hut  too  much  business  in  jKilitics  ” 
Would  to  Ood  there  were  more  religion  and 
morality  and  less  business  in  this  depart- 
ment of  our  civil  life.  The  mixing  of  busi- 
ness with  politics  appears  in  two  forms. 

1 “There  is  the  nefarious  warfare  con- 
ducted by  unscrupulous  politicians  against 
legitimate  business  interests.  In  every  City 
Council,  State  Legislature  and  the  National 
Congress  there  is  a ‘gang’  of  unscrupulous 
lawmakers  who  organize  a system  of  black- 
mail and  extortion.”  In  order  to  secure  a 
gfaft  they  block  up  the  way  to  the  passage 
of  righteous  and  necessary  laws  till  the  price 
they  demand  is  paid.  And  if  this  method 
does  not  work  effectually,  or  fast  enough,  or 
should  it  fail  of  its  purpose,  they  threaten 
the  passage  of  disastrous  and  ruinous  laws 
till  they  are  bought  off.  ‘‘These  are  wells 
without  water,  clouds  that  are  earried  with 
h tempest,  to  whom  the  mist  of  darknes  is 
reserved  forever.  ’ ’ 

In  the  social  circles  of  life,  and  in  their 
individual  capacity,  these  politicians  con- 
form to  the  strictest  rules  of  social  etiquette 
and  observe  the  laws  of  moral  demeanor. 
This  is  a seeming  contradiction,  hut  the  ex- 
planation lies  in  the  fact  that,  in  their  indi- 
vidual capacity,  they  are  shorn  of  official 
authority,  and  of  the  protection  of  political 
ethics,  and  arc  subject  to  the  laws  of  good 
breeding,  not  for  conscience,  but  for 
“wrath’s  sake.”  Or  it  may  he  that  the  voice 
of  conscience  calls  clear  and  loud  to  them 
in  the  private  walks  of  life  to  observe  and 
obey  the  rules  of  ethical  proprieties;  hut  in 
their  corporate  capacity,  when  they  are 
clothed  with  official  authority,  they  refuse 
to  obey  the  faint,  muffled  voice  of  con- 
science. set  about  to  find  another  rule  by 
which  to  govern  their  actions,  and  to  estab- 
lish a fictitious  tribunal  to  which  they  may 
appeal  for  justification  of  their  conduct. 
Their 's  is  an  unmistakable  ease  of  a disinte- 
grated conscience. 

“And  yet  respectable  gentlemen,  gentle- 
men of  high  honor  and  sensitive  conscience, 
and  often,  too  of  earnest  religious  princi- 
ples, will  go  on  voting  for  such  creatures 
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and  maintaining  them  in  office  when  they 
can  conduct  their  nefarious  trade.”  And 
for  no  other  reason  than  that  the  names  itf 
these  moral  lepers  and  political  scalawag' 
are  printed  on  the  ticket  of  the  party  It* 
which  they  belong.  Here,  too,  is  another 
obvious  indication  of  a disintegrated  c<fi| 
science.  These  same  voters  would  refuaje 
to  he  classed  in  the  same  social  or  mnrql 
grade  with  these  political  renegades-  or  tp 
endorse  their  immorality  should  such  coti 
duet  he  perpetrated  in  the  social  rather  than 
»n  the  political  realm.  And  yet  when  tlupw 
gentlemen  leave  the  social  sphere  of  life  snd 
enter  the  political  arena  to  exercise  the  right 
of  suffrage,  they  seem  to  think  that  con- 
science releases  them  from  the  duty  ami  n)- 
eessitv  of  observing  ethical  proprieties  and 
passes  them  over  to  the  dominion  of  some 
other  and  more  lax  law. 


2.  “But  the  mingling  of  business  and 
polities  appears  more  frequently  in  another 
form,  namely,  the  unholy  alliance  of  special 
commercial  interests,  and  those  not  always 
legitimate,  with  the  lawmakers  of  the  land 
It  is  this  alliance  that  creates  the  iniquitous 
lobby  in  every  Legislature  of  the  country, 
from  the  village  Board  of  Aldermen  up  to 
the  United  States  Congress  ” “If  the  bus- 
iness man  in  jsditic*  meant  only  wise  econo- 
mies and  able  administrative  policies.  We 
should  all  join  in  bidding  him  Godspeed.  But 
if  it  means,  as  it  t(*o  often  means.”  the 
strangling  of  justice  and  the  perversion  of 
the  functions  of  government  from  tloir 
righteous  ends;  if  it  means  the  wholesale 
bribery  of  Legislatures  to  secure  profitable 
franchises  hioI  special  privileges,  then  the 
sooner  the  business  man  retires  from  |sditics 
the  better  for  the  State.  It  is  almost  sus- 
ceptible of  absolute  proof  that  business 
houses  and  hanking  institutions  furnish  can- 
didates money  with  which  to  buy  off  oppos- 
ing candidates  who  are  supposed  to  stand 
for  the  equal  rights  of  private  interests  with 
those  of  corporate  interests  before  the  laws 
of  the  land,  simply  upon  the  conditions  that 
such  candidate  represent  the  interests  of  the 
concern  that  put  up  the  money,  and  that 
such  concern  he  allowed  to  handle  the  ro\o- 
nues  and  emoluments  of  the  office  to  incrcaae 
its  own  income  and  to  enhance  its  power  to 
control  political  issues.  It  is  thus  that  p" 
litical  offices  an-  bought  and  sold  in  Ihe 
political  marts  like  stock*  and  bondv 
“Herein  lies  our  greatest  national  peril." 
This  dry-rot  of  commercialism  honeycombs 
our  free  institutions  and  threatens  to  break 
down  oiir  rights  of  suffrage,  wreck  our  rep- 
resentative form  of  government,  and  stealth- 
ily change  our  republic  into  an  oligarch)  ; 
and  yet  these  same  vendors  of  political  of 
fice*  “are  often  the  most  respectable  Slid 
eminent  members  of  our  best  society  and  o 
our  best  churches.”  Scrupulous  and  high- 
minded  in  private  life,  devoted  and  earn*->1 
in  technically  religious  affair-s,  yet  they  aectn 
to  he  literally  without  conscience  in  business 
policies  and  political  methods.  They,  t<*o. 
are  victims  of  this  subtle  and  fatal  disease 
of  a divided  conscience.  The  politics  and  je>- 
litical  offices  of  the  land  need  to  be  taken 
out  of  the  hands  of  these  money-grabber* 


and  grafters  and  placed  m the  hands  of  men 
who  an-  not  disposed  to  rush  into  office,  and 
that  shrink  from  the  appalling  responsibili- 
ties of  ststi-eraft,  snd  the  conscience  (if  they 
have  any  left)  of  these  people  needs  to  l*e 
purged  and  quickened,  unified  and  brought 
under  Ihe  dominion  of  ethical  laws.

On  hoarding  the  train  at  Helena  for 
Colt,  the  writer  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting 
l is  old  friend  brother  I’assbv,  who  had  serv- 
ed as  an  active  member  of  the  Mission  Hoard 
of  Arkansas  for  a limnhei-of  years. 

The  writer  asked  Brother  I’assby  why  he 
deserted  the  “Board  folks”  and  joined  the 
“Gospel  Missions.  ” I lis  reply  was  “Bar- 
ton's name  was  put  before  the  Board  as  prob- 
able material  for  secretary  of  State  Missions.

\N  it h a degree  of  sadness  and  regret  the 
writer  has  observed  the  efforts  on  the  part 
of  a few.  to  plant  the  “Gospel  Mission” 
ides,  or  “1  landmark  ism”  in  our  much  belov- 
ed State.  This  “ism”  will  breed  dissen- 
tion.  division,  malice,  hatred  and  inactivity 
in  church  progress,  wherever  planted. 

I do  not  condemn,  in  uncompromising 
terms,  the  leaders  of  this  movement.  Some 
of  them  are  conservatives  and  really  want 
to  do  the  Master’s  will,  but  are  misinformed 
and  are  laboring  under  the  misguided  power 
of  a great  error.  Some"  of  our  strongest 
preachers  were  at  one  time  in  sympathy  with 
the  “Gos|>el  Mission”  idea.  Proper  infor- 
mation and  kind  treatment  saved  them  from 
that  great  error  to  an  active  life  in  the  mis- 
sion  cause  of  our  Lord. 

May  the  directing  hand  of  God  save  the 
Baptist  cause  in  Mississippi  from  the  awful 
scourge  of  division  and  trouble  that  some  of 
our  neighboring  states  are  having.

Baptists  Not  Close  Communionists ! How 
Is  That?  t 

Why.  they  are  not  communionists  at  all  in 
the  sense  that  they  partake  of  the  Lord’s 
Supper  to  show  their  love  for  their  breth- 
ren. That  is  not  the  purpose,  the  word  com- 
munionist  is  misleading  because  it  is  gen- 
erally understood  to  have  reference  to  Chris- 
tian fellowship.  But  the  Lord's  Supper  was 


instituted  by  Him  as  a memorial  of  His 
death.  See  1 Cor.  11:17-29,  especially 
verses  20.  24.  25,  2b,  29.  Turn  to  your  Tes- 
tament and  read  please. 

What  are  we  to  do  in  this  service?  Dis- 
cern the  Lord’s  body.  What  is  the  benefit? 
It  is  to  bring  us  to  think  anew  on  the  fact 
that  .leans  died  for  our  sins,  and  that  God 
through  this  death  saved  us  by  our  faith 
in  the  death  of  Christ  through  which  we  re- 
ceived his  forgiving  love.  I would  look  at 
my  mother's  picture  until  memory  brings 
me  into  her  presence  again,  and  I go  forth 
ivith  a renewed  sense  of  her  sweet  influence 
even  so  I contemplate  the  emblems  of  the 
body  and  blood  of  Christ,  and  see  in  these 
the  dying  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  for  me. 
go  forth  with  an  intensified  sense  of  grat- 
itude to  him  and  a renewed  purpose  to  serve 
him  who  has  loved  me  with  an  everlasting 
love.  |f  it  docs  not  have  this  effect  on  me 
if  does  not  accomplish  the  purpose  for  which 
<>ur  Lord  appointed  the  service.  Therefore, 

I partake  of  this  service  to  show  my  love 
D>r  my  mother,  wife,  brother  or  friend,  I 
pervert  the  Lord’s  Supper  from  the  divine 
purpose.  There  are  many  ways  by  which 
tve  may  show  our  love  to  others,  we  have 
them  every  day,  but  this  is  not  the  proper  oc- 
casion. 

WJiy  do  Baptists  invite  only  members  of 
Baptist  churches  in  good  standing  to  par- 
take with  them  in  this  memorial  service? 
A Baptist  Church  is  an  organization  having 
its  terms  of  membership,  discipline  and  gov- 
ernment. These  we  believe  to  be  in  accord 
pith  the  teachings  of  the  Testament. 

The  Lord’s  Supper  is  an  ordinance  of  the 
church,  cannot  be  observed  apart  from  the 
jhurch ; see  1st  Cor.  11:18,  which  says: 
“When  you  come  together  in  the  church  ” 
(referring  to  this  service.  Masons  and  Wood- 
men mingle  together  in  the  most  fraternal 
way.  But  Masons  never  invite  Woodmen 
to  join  them  in  those  privileges  that  are 
peculiar  to  Masons  So  Baptists  restrict 
tjheir  invitations  to  their  own  members  in 
(jases  where  the  privilege  is  peculiar  to  mem- 
bership. The  Iiord’s  Supper  is  just  as  much 
•1  church  service  as  calling  a pastor,  electing 
delegates  to  the  Association  or  any  other  dis- 
tinctively church  action.  Since  it  is  a 
church  ordinance,  the  absurdity  of  inviting 
members  of  churches  of  other  denominations 
to  join  us  in  the  observance  will  appear  on 
a moment  a reflection.  If  one  of  these  good 
brethren,  however  pious  and  upright  in  char- 
acter. should  apply  for  membership  in  a 
Baptist  church,  he  would  have  to  reject  in- 
fant baptism,  sprinkling  or  pouring  for  bap- 
tism. church  government  by  the  preacher  in- 
stead of  by  the  congregation,  etc.,  or  he 
Would  not  be  admitted  to  membership.  If 
We  should  invite  him  to  the  lord's  Supper, 
We  invite  him  to  an  ordinance  of  the  church 
when  we  would  not  admit  him  to  our  church 
fellowship.  Such  a course  would  be  the 
height  of  absurdity. 

Now  in  our  position  on  this  subject,  we  in. 
jure  no  one  unless  his  own  membership  fails 
to  give  him  the  means  of  memorializing  the 
Lord's  death.  But  if  that  be  the  case.  Bap- 
tists are  not  responsible  for  it.  But  we 
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have  a mission  to  the  world  that  is  to  j»re- 
serve  this  service  to  thy  Divine  purpose  of 
showing  the  laird's  death  till  he  comes  and 
thereby  keeping  prominent  the  truth  of  our 
salvation  by  ( twist  and  our  obligation  to  live 
for  him  who  died  to  save  us. 

Who  can  consistently  be  invited?  Those 
who  have  profe>sed  faith  in  Christ  as  our 
Sa\i'>r.  obey  him  in  baptism  and  enter  into 
the  f dlowship  of  church  that  extends  the  in- 
\ it  at  ion  If  we  arc  charged  with  n lack  of 
charity  because  of  close  communion,  let  us 
fell  them  v.  bat  Jesus  and  Paul  said  : Matt  26 
26-29;  Mark  14:22  25;  Luke  22:17  20.  1st 
Cor.  11  •29-26,  and  seek  to  correct  any  error 
that  might  lead  to  any  hindrance  of  the  prog, 
ress  of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

I give  it  as  my  humble  opinion  that  our 
position  on  tin*  observance  of  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per gives  us  a great  opportunity  to  render 
nur  Lord  a good  service.

A Glimpse  of  Egypt 

Sunday,  April  30.  was  a day  never  to  be 
forgotten,  for  early  that  mornig.  with  the 
rising  sun.  1 had  my  first  glimpse  of  Egypt. 
We  landed  at  Port  Said,  and  as  we  walked 
about  this  new  and  fast  growing  city,  wc 
could  hardly  realize  that  we  were  in  the 
land  of  Moses  nnd  the  Pharaohs  Port  Said  . 
owes  its  existence  and  its  prosperity  to  the 
Suez  CaDal.  which  was  opened  in  1869,  and 
has  proved  such  a hlesing  to  the  world,  and 
especially  to  England.  It  is  one  hundred 
miles  long,  twenty-eight  feet  deep,  and  cost 
ninety  million  dollars,  twenty-five  thousand 
men  being  employed  for  ten  years  in  its  con- 
struction. It  has  become  one  of  the  great 
highways  of  commerce  nearly  four  thousand 
vessels  passing  through  it  each  year,  in  1900 
the  actual  number  being  3.441.  This  canal 
has  done  wonders  in  bringing  the  world 
nearer  together,  for  the  distance  from  Lon- 
don to  Bombay  has  been  changed  from  12.- 
548  miles  to  7,028.  and  from  I»ndon  to  TIong 
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kong  from  15.229  miles  to  11.1 12,  and  from 
Constantinople  to  Zanzibar  from  10.271  mile* 
to  4,365.  It  is  said  that  th<-  festivities  on  the 
opening  of  the  canal  cost  the  Egyptian  gov- 
eminent  the  enormous  sum  of  twent.v-one 
million  dollars.  Such  an  expenditure  for 
such  a pur|H»se  was  nothing  less  than  a crime 
against  the  nation.  Ie*t  us  hoj»e  that  the 
1'nited  States  will  use  better  judgment  on 
the  opening  of  the  Panama  (’anal. 

Our  journey  from  Port  Said  to  Cairo  was 
one  of  very  peculiar  interest,  a four  hours' 
run  by  rail.  For  the  first  hour  the  soil  is 
sandy  and  treeless  and  almost  sterile,  but 
after  that  it  is  rich,  highly  cultivated  and 
thickly  populated  and  the  |>ea*ant  farmers 
seem  pros|*erous  and  happy.  These  pease  lit » 
are  great  friends  of  England,  and  of  English 
rule  in  Egypt.  True,  they  have  very  little 
knowledgee  of  England  or  of  the  English, 
but  it  is  enough  for  them  to  know  that  their 
condition  has  greatly  changed  for  the  better 
since  the  English  came  to  Egypt.  Their  land 
is  irrigated,  their  taxes  are  much  l**ss.  a bet- 
ter market  is  o|*ened  for  their  produce  and 
they  are  protected  against  the  Egyptian  pub. 
liran  and  other  robbers  One  of  them  said 
to  me:  “In  any  time  of  danger  or  threatened 
injustice,  a telegram  or  a letter  to  English 
headquarters  in  Cairo  will  bring  immediate 
protection  and  relief."  We  passed  right 
through  the  land  of  Goshen,  which  t*  again 
fast  becoming  “the  best  of  the  land."  thanks 
to  the  English,  and  promises  soon  to  equal 
what  it  was  in  the  long  ago  when  Pharaoh 
gave  it  to  Joseph,  saying:  “Thy  father  and 
thy  brethren  are  come  unto  the;  the  land 
of  Egypt  is  before  thee;  in  the  best  of  the 
land  make  thy  father  and  thy  brethren  to 
dwell ; in  the  land  of  Goshen  let  them  dwell 
(Gen,  47:5.^  ) 

As  we  tWveled  through  the  land  of  Goshen 
early  Jewish  history  seemed  very  real  to  us 
We  saw  Moses  when  he  “slew  the  Egyptian 
and  hid  him  in  the  sand  5'e  heard  the 
groaning  of  the  Children  of  Israel  as  they 
hastened  to  fulfill  their  daily  tasks,  and 
“were  scattered  abroad  throughout  all  the 
land  of  Egypt  to  gather  stubble  instead  of 
straw.”  We  passed  near  the  spot  wheree 
“the  waters  were  divided"  that  the  Chil- 
dren of  Israel  might  pass  over  the  sea  in 
safety,  and  in  order  that  the  Egyptian* 
might  haughtily  pursue  after  them  and  per- 
ish. for  when  Moses,  standing  on  the  farther 
shore,  “stretched  forth  his  hand  over  the  sea, 
the  waters  returned  and  covered  the  chariots 
and  the  horsemen  nnd  all  the  host  of  I’haraoh 
that  came  into  the  sea  after  them;  there 
remained  not  so  much  as  once  of  them,  but 
the  Children  of  Israel  walked  upon  dry  land 
in  the  midst  of  the  sea,  and  the  waters  were 
a wall  unto  them  on  their  right  hand  and 
on  their  left  ” No  wonder  that  Moses  and 
Miriam,  and  all  the  Children  of  Israel  sang 
a song  of  triumph  and  rejoicing  unto  the 
l/ird  God  has  pledged  himself  to  come  for 
llis  people  and  when  it  is  necessary,  as  in 
this  case,  he  can  easily  so  control  and  order 
the  laws  of  nature,  as  to  work  a mighty  mi- 
racle bringing  deliverance  to  his  people  and 
destruction  to  their  enemies. 

We  visited  the  university  where  Moses 


was  educated,  and  the  tpwn  where  Joarph 
married  and  lived.  We  saw  the  tree  under 
whose  branches  it  is  Mid  that  Jesus.  Mary 
and  Jowq>h  took  refuge  during  their  forced 
sojourn,  in  Egypt  when  they  fled  from  the 
wrath  of  Herod.  But  the  wonders  of  Egypt, 
the  mips  of  great  cities,  the  Pyramids,  the 
Sphinx,  the  rock-hewn  tombs,  the  obelisks, 
the  nnisfums,  are  so  many  and  so  great  that 
I cannot  attempt  to  describe  them  The 
first  friv  hooks  of  the  Bible,  read  here  in 
Egypt,  )iire  a new  meaning,  and  become 
more  retd  than  ever.  Egypt  is  more  pros 
perous  than  1 had  *up|xiard.  and  that  pros- 
perity ii  sure  to  continue  if  the  English  re- 
main in  power  Great  things  are  Iteing  done 
in  mission  work,  and  the  outlok  is  very  prom- 
ising 

At  nearly  every  mission  station  there  are 
schools  fur  hoys  and  girls.  It  was  my  privi* 
legee  to  visit  some  of  these  schools,  and 
speak  to  the  children  and  hear  them  sing 
and  recity.  Many  of  them  understand  and 
s|M*ak  English  Some  of  the  children  are 
|M*culiarly  bright  and  fine-looking,  and  not 
s few  trained  in  these  mission  schools  will 
fill  positions  of  importance  and  influence 
and  help  to  hasteen  the  real  evangelization 
of  Egypt  The  attendance  in  these  schools 
the  past  session  was  something  over  eighteen 
thousand*,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  also  mem 
hers  of  the  Sunday  School.  There  are  sev- 
enty-nine American  missionaries  no  the  field, 
ninety-one  native  i*astors.  and  preachers, 
eighty-eight  colporteurs  and  harem  workers, 
and  four  hundred  and  eighty-two  school 
teacher* 

This  may  seem  a Urge  force,  but  we  must 
not  forget  that  Egypt  has  a population  of 
ten  million,  mostly  Mohsmmedans.  a very 
difficult  people  to  reach  with  the  puree  etna- 
pel  Maty  fanatical  Mohammedan  leaders 
are  very  jealous  of  England’s  power  and  in- 
fluence ill  Egypt,  for  they  know  very  well 
that  wherever  England  controls,  religious  lib 
eriy  is  sitre  to  follow,  and  persecutions  for 
conscience  sake  will  become  a thing  of  the 
past.  If  the  leaders  of  the  people  every- 
where were  only  right,  ruling  in  fear  of  Ood. 
and  unselfishly  seeking  the  true  welfare  of 
the  natiof . and  in  the  spirit  of  the  Christ 
who  taught  us  that  service  is  greatness, 
what  progress  would  be  made,  and  how  much 
sooner  the  kingdom  would  come.  The  masses 
of  the  jssiple  the  world  over  are  eon 
seiously  or  unconsciously  longing  for  such 
leaders,  and  they  are  not  slow  to  recognize 
them  when  they  come.

YOCNG  WOMEN’S  AUXILIAR- 
IES, SUNBEAMS  AND  ROYAL 
AMBASSADORS.’ 

We  urge  all  such  workers  to 
read  the  carefully  thought  iout  rec- 
ommendation of  the  committee  on 
X'oung  Woman's  Auxiliaries,  Roy- 
al Ambassadors,  and  Sunbeams, 
presented  and  adopted  inlthe  an 
uual  meeting  of  1911  at  .Jackson- 
ville, Fla.,  which  may  be  ftnind  in 
the  minutes  of  said  meeting.  We 
would  urge  the  magnifying  of  the 
work  of  the  Y.  W.  A.  by  pending 
young  women  as  delegatesito  asso- 
ciations. State  meetings,  and  let  us 
have  at  least  three  young  unmar 
ried  women  among  our  represents 
tives  to  the  general  Union  ; by  giv- 
iug  them  a place  on  the  program 
of  these  meetings;  by  giviig  them 
a voice  in  formulating  plans  for 
their  own  organization,  in: having 
in  each  association  one  $iemher 
of  the  general  committee)  espec- 
ially charged  with  Y.  W.  A.  work 
In  work  for  Royal  Ambassadors, 
and  Sunbeams  we  would  fuggest 
continued  appeals  to  the  ipothers 
for  sympathy  and  supjsrrt  and 
large  emphasis  on  the  building  of 
Christian  character  that  with  ear- 


nest conviction  we  press  the  <>r- 
ganization  of  all  three  classes  of 
societies,  believing  that  until  our 
present  number  is  double  we  will 
have  hardly  made  a beginning  in 
ihis  work.

(b)  Y.  W.  A.  Home  Mission 
contributions  to*  be  divided  to  the 
Mountain  school  work  Mississippi 
Y.  W.  A.  to  raise  $200.  For  For- 
eign Missions  to  Medical  work, 
Mississippi  Y.  W.  A.  to  raise  $330 
for  this  work. 

(e)  . Sunbeam^:  In  Home 

Mission  work.  Indian  work,  and 
Home  Board  schools,  such  as 
schools  for  Mexicans,  Foreigners, 
etc.  Mississippi  Sunbeams  to  give 
$40.  In  Foreign  Missions,  Kin- 
dergartens, and  school  for  chil- 
dren $1)0  appointed  to  Mississippi 
Sunbeams. 

(d)  Royal  Ambassadors  in 
Foreign  Mission  give  to  the  boys’ 
school  in  Toluca,  Mexico. 

(e)  Mississippi  W.  M.  U.  is  al- 
so apportioned  $80  to  Sunday 
School  Board  and  it  is  also  our  du- 
ty to  see  that  oiir  local  Sunday 
School  Sunbeams  and  Royal  Am- 
bassadors observe  well  the 
collection  at  which  time  to  be  giv- 
en to  the  Bible  Fund  of  our  Sun- 
day School  Board.  Margaret 
Home  $75;  Training  School  cur- 
rent expenses,  $110;  Training  . 
School  enlargement,  $270. 

We  are  not  only  responsible  for 
the  above  amounts,  but  must  sup 
|*»rt  the  Orphanage  at  .Jackson, 
the  Baptist  Hospital  at  Jackson, 
ol  1 ministers'  relief  and  State 
Missions.

Evidently  it  then  be- 
gan to  touch  crowns  with  other 
saplings,  for  it  took  a spurt  and 
put  on  fifteen  inches  a year  stead- 
ily till  it  was  forty  years  old  (for- 
ty rings  forty-four  and  oi>e-baif 
feet  above  the  ground).  It  was 
not  growing  so  fast  as  its  neigh- 1 
born,  however
